of Peter the Hermit, and the importance ot to- 
day’s anointment and coronation is only hight- 
ened by the fact that religion in Russia is in 
danger of being confounded with 
mere religious ceremony. Moreover, tne 
church and the Crown, separate and even 
at times antagonistic, during tue early stages 
of Russian history were fused into one by Peter 
the Great's bigh-handed consecradon of himself 
as Patriarch ot Russia, and the Czar is today 
in actual fact what Heury VIII. of England 
assumed to be 330 years ago —de- 
fender of the faith and head of the 
National Church. The scene 1 have just wit- 
nessed is of such extraordinary impressiveness 
apd briiliancy that I almost despair of being 
able to convey even a faint reéfiection of its 
glories. Perhaps the utmost that can be said is 
that it was fully worthy of the occasion of the 
assumption of autocratic power by the absolute 
ruler of 80,000,000 of people. 

THE PROCESSION, 

Moscow was active by daybreak this morning, 
and at a very early hour every spot of open pub- 
le space from which a glimpse could be ob- 
tained was thickly packed with spectators. 
Fortunately the line which the proces- 
sion was to follow was a long one, 
as, although the Emperor and Empress 
were in the palace at the Kremlin, and had but 
a short distance to go to reach the cathedral, 
the procession started from the cavalry bar- 
racks, four miles distant. A great body of 
heraidic officials, mounted on gorgeously- 
trapped horses, rode out to the dar- 
racks, and a loud flourish of 
trumpets then sounded. The gate opened and 
the officer in command received from the her- 
alds the Czar’s order to follow them with his 
regiment. This he did, and the heralds theu vis- 
ited the barracks of the lancers, and, going round 
the tow®, were joined by the university, the 
clergy, the Judges, the Governors, the Prefects, 
the officers Of guilds, and various deputations, 
«pe procession swelling gradually until it gained 
the vast provortions which it hud assumed when

PRELIMINARIES, 

Everywhere throughout the city a profuse dis- 
play of flags, banners, drapery, devices, and na- 
tional colors met the eye, but these were thick- 
est along the line of the procession, where 
every window was crowded and every 
inch of standing room was occupied. 
The Kremlin was, however, the great 
point of attraction, and those who had been 
fortunate enough to obtain tickets to the 
ceremony inside the cathedral began to arrive 
at the doors at 7:30. The tickets had necessarily 
been limited in number, the space 
available for the spectators being 
very. small. Even the invitations 
extended to members of the Diplomatic Corps 
were restricted, and the foreign Princes were ac- 
companied by ouly a poruon of their suites. 
The Diplomatic body arrived together, 
having previously assembled at the German 
Embassy, and baving been taken thence in 
state carriages. By 8:30 the cathedra! was filled 
by all the officials and nobiles of the highest 
rank and station in Russia, with the exception 
of those who formed a part ot the imperial 
procession. Within the appearance of the 
interior was magnificent. The Eixonostasis, 
glittering with gold, formed a back- 

round to the picture. In the centre,

THE ORB AND SCEPTRE. ‘ 

Then the Archbishop, at the Emperor’s com- 
mand, gave him the sceptre and orb, one into 
his rigut hand, the other into bis left, “in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost,” after which he addressed the Em- 
peror as follows: 

“Oh, thou crowned, gifted, and adorned by 
God, most honorable, most autocratic Emperor 
of all the Kussias, take this ceptre and this orb 
as the visible symbols of autocratic wer 
given unto thee by the Most High over 
His people for their government and for 
the ordermg of every biessing they may 
desire.“ The Emperor now took his seat on the 
throne, and, laying the oy gt their re- 
spective cushions, calied up Empress, and, 
taking off bis crown, held it for an instant over 
ber head. Then, resuming it. he crowned the 
Empress with her own smuilercfown, which was 
fixed in place by four ladies-in-waiting. After 
this the Emveror invested his consort with the 
purple mantie and the collar of the Order of St. 
Andrew the Apostie. This done, the Empress 
returned to the throne and the Emperer re- 
sumed the orb and the sceptre, 


THE IMPERIAI. TITLES. 

At this juncture an Archdeacon read odd 
the full imperial style and titles coupied with a 
prayer for health and long lite to the orthodox, 
most pious and Christ-loving, most autocratie, 
ovr mighty sovereign, crowned by God, exaitea 
Autocrat of All the Russias, Moscow, Klett, 
Viadimir, and Novgorod, Tsar of Kazan, Tsar of 
Astrachan, Tsar of Poland, Tsar of Siberia, Tsar 
of Khefson-Taurida, Tsar of Georgia, Lord of 
Pskoff,and Grand Prince Smolensk of Litguaaia, 
of Voihynia, of Podolia, and of Finland.

THE GATHERING. 

May 27.—At 7 o'clock this morning 
the inauguration of the magnificent ceremonies 
attendant upon the corovation of the Emperor 
and Empress of Russia was announced by the 
ringing of hundreds of beils and by the thunder 
of aftillery. Even at that early bour the streets 
were thronged with people, visitors from abroad 
and from other parts of the Empire crowding 
the residents, and all striving to find eligibie 
places from which to view the procession and 
such part of the ceremony as the particularily 
favored might be able to witness. During the 
entire night there was unusual activity on the 
streets, for not only were people there whose 
anxiety concerning the coronation kept them 
awake, but strong guards of soldiers patroied 
all parts of the city ving che streets a very 
martial appearan Great bodies of soldiers 
shortly before 6 o’clock were stationed along the 
route of the procession, four miles in Jength, and 
occupied the streets on either side. keepmg the 
people on the walks. All unreserved spaces in 
the streets were speedily filled by eager sight 
seers, while the windows, doorways, and house- 
tops were let out at fabulous prices to visitors. 

AT THE CATHE DRAL. 

Those dignitaries of the realm who were to 
take part in the actual ceremony assembied ac- 
cording to the prearranged program at the 
Cathedral of the Holy Assumption, within the 
walls of the Kremlin.

POKER. 


COL. MORROW’S TROUBLES NOT CHARGEABLE 
TO THE GAME. 

Wasninoton, D. C., May N.— [Special. — 
While the exposures that have lately been made 
in regard to the poker-playing of prominent 
army officers here and the serious results to 
young officers are true and bave not been in the 
least exagerated, it appears that injustice has 
been done to Col. Morrow, of Gen. Sherman’s 
staff, by classing him with this poker club, either 
as a member ora player. The announcement 
of his troubie was so unexpected and surprising 
that it was not strange that the belief 
gained currency among his friends that the 
troubles known to have overtaken young 
officers here had befallen him. His friends, 
however, who have looked into the case fully, 
ba ve ascertained beyond question that de had 
nothing to do with the poker crowd. The facts 
in bis case are that he became involved through 
an unfortunate speculation and hoped by the 
use of his pay accounts to tide himself over, 
with the full belief that be could take care of 
them before due, When he found that he could 
not meet bis debts he himself made the situation 
known to his creditors, paid what he could on 
their accounts, secured such of the balance 
as he could. and then, with the knowledge of 
the Paymaster-General, made such disposition 
of Lis pay for a time to come as would cover all 
bis liabilities. His action in this part of the 
transaction was of the most .bonorable charac- 
ter, and was satisfactory to his creditors. But 
for knowledge bere that a number of other 
officers were involved, though not with bim, and 
the knowledge of the serious trouble caused to 
so many officers by this poker crowd, his case 
would pot have attracted the attention which has 
been given it. Hie own financial affairs have 
been so satisfactorily arranged thar it is proba- 
ble no official action will follow. As yet no re- 
port has beey made upon which official action 
could be based. Meantime it is believed that 
the cases will secon come before the War Depart- 
ment, which must lead to such wholesome ex- 
posures of the poker crowd as will purify one 
portion of army society in Washington to the 
great relief and satisfaction of the honorable 
portion, which latter is by far the most numer- 
ous. 
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GAS. 
PUBLIC OPINION TRIUMPHS OVER A MONOP- 
OLY. 

Wasninoton, D. C., May 26.—[Special.]—The 
Washington Gaslight Company, one of the 
strongest and most successful monopolies in 
the country, bas finaily yielded to the incessant 
hammering of the press and the com- 
plaints of the people, and this after- 
noou entered into an agreement with 
the District Commissioners to light tne street- 
lamps for the coming fiscal year at the present 
price, increasing the hours during which the 
lamps shall burn from 22,000 to 26,000 hours 
during the year, and to supply gas to private 
consumers after July 1 at $150 per 1,000 
feet. These concessions have 1 — 
been made in order to induce the District Com- 
missioners not to grant special privileges to an 
opposition company which was about to organ- 
ize. The monopoly bas also divided its immense 
surplus, said to have amounted to 
and will appear before the next 
Gongress in response to complaints with a state- 
ment that it is poor; that it furnisbes and will 
ſuruisb gas as cheap or cb r than any one 
can, and that there is no re why its monog 
oly should not be maintained. 


CARELESNESS. 
A LARGE OVERPAYMENT. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., May 27.—[Special.]—There 
was an extraordinary occurrence at the Treas- 
ury yesterday, the facts in regard to which have 
been suppressed. One ‘of the paying-teliers 
overpsid a bank messenger $3,600. The bank 
messenger did not report it to the bank, but se- 
‘ereted the money in a room in the bank, and 
the secret-service Chief subsequently recovered 
the money and returned it to the Treasury.

No Change in Affairs at Collinsville— 
Dissatisfaction with the Civil Author- 
ities. 

EDWARDSVILL#, III., May 26.—[Special.]—The 
Collinsville strike and riot remain in a similar 
condition to that reported yesterday.

The Cunning Car-Men of the West Di- 
vision. 

It was learned yesterday that the victory 
gained recently by the conductors and drivers 
of the West Division Street Railway is probably 
destined to be of short duration. The company 
was shrewd enough to have the men agree to a 
fixed salary for new conductors and drivers at 
a lower rate than the old mea were get- 
ting previous to the request for an ad- 
vauce, and the time fixed for new men 
to be advanced to (first-class pay was 
also agreed upon between the company and the 
employés’ committee to be six months. The 
matter of complaints against conductors and 
drivers by the publicto the Superintendent, it 
will be remembered, was left for Mr. Lake to 
adjust id each instance as in his judgment was 
deemed best for all concerned.

THE ELEVATED RAILROAD BILL. - * 

Senate Bill No. 202 was introduced in the Ben- 

ate very early in the session by Senator (now 


Congressman) Adams, and is populariy known 
as the Elevated Railroad bill. Its aim, in brtef, 
is to prevent elevated railroad companies from 
incuntinently gobbling a city’s streets, its 
author's special object, aud that of bis coustitu- 
ents who urged him to introduce it, was to re- 
strict such corporations by certain safeguards 
in the interest of Chicago and of the owners of 
property abutting on streets or alleys towards 
which the corporate hand migbt be directed. In 
order to do this, the bill provided that no person 
or persons, corporation or corporations, should 
construct or maintain an elevated railroad 
along any street or alley in apy incorporated 
city or fy ey ou permission of the City 
Council or rd of Trustees. granted upon a 
petition of the owners of lands representing 
more {than balf of the front of the street or 
alley, or of so much thereol as was sought to be 
used. The second section previded that when 
the street or alley or part thereof was more 
than a willie — no petition should be 
valid unless signed by the owners of the land 
representing more than half the frontage not 
only of each mile, but the fractional purt of a 
mile. An emergency clause was attac re- 
citing that efforts are being made to obtain 
the corsent of certain municipal authorities ia 
this State to the construction and maintenance 
of elevated railroads, tobe operated by elec- 
tricity as a motive power, along streets and 
alleys in such municipalities, without the po- 
tition or consent of owners of land fronting on 
such streets or alleys.” . 


WAS HE “RETAINED” ? 


The bill passed the Senate after considerable 
trouble and sore and was reported to the 
House March 80. It was read a first time April 
7 and referred to the Committee on Municipal 
Affairs. From this time its bistory becomes 
peculiarly interesting. When the committee 
met to consider the bill Mr. Crafts was ready 
with the following amendment: “Amend by 
inserting after the word ‘elevated,’ where it ap- 


pears in lines 3, 9, 10,22, and 23 of written bill, 


the words ‘or ther.“ Crafts and Seyster were 
the only members of the committtee who eup- 
ported the amendment. Stimming, Clin- 
ton, and Sundelius opposed it, and 
pointed out that its adoptio would 
extend the operation of the bill to street-car 
com panies, and-all other corporations organized 
to facilitate intramural transit, render the bill 
obnoxious to these other interests and their 
friends, invite a powerful lobby to Springfield, 
and possibly end in its defent, to the injury of 
Chicago property-boiders ou the proposed line 
of the Electric Elevated Railroad Company. 
These reasons were 80 full of force that the 
committee sat down on the amendment, and 
ordered the bill reported, with the recommenda- 
tion that it pass. It was thus reported to the 
House April W. the report concurred in, and the 
bill ordered printed and to a second ing. 


SOMETHING ROTTEN IN DENMARK. 


To the mingied surprise and indignation ot 
the other members of the committee, the bill 
came back from the printer's one day with 
Crafts’ amendment printed at its top. All bills 
are open to amendment on second reading, and 
Crafts could have offered his, when the bill came 
up vd that order. for the consideration of the 
House. But this was evidently not the scheme. 
The printed amendment carefully negiected to 
State that it was a committee amendment—tbis 
would have been 00 baid—but the 
position which it occupied at the 
top of the printed bill, where 
committee amendments always go, was-evident- 
ly calculated to — the impression that it 
was à committee amendment, when, as a matter 
of fact, it was nothing of the sort, but one which 
the committee had emphatically sat down on. 
Stimming and Clinton vigorously opposed the 
palpabie fraud, and it was largely owing to their 
ex that the amendment was snowed under 
in the House and the bilisenttothird reading, 
where it now is, just as it pussed the Senate. Mr. 
Crafts bad very little to say on that memorable 
occasion. His reasons for not taking a too con- 
spicuous part in the proceedings may perhaps be 
imagined by the reader when be has reached the 
end of the story. 

DIGGING FOR DETAILS. 

The House journal plainiy shows that tho bill 
was reported back without amendment by the 
Committee on Municipal Affairs.’ The Cierk’'s 
records, in no less than six places, show the 
same thing. They furthermore show that the 
bill as it came from the committee was sent to 
the Séecretary of State, or to the Printer Ex- 
pert, who is really an empioyé of the Secretary 
of State, without amendment. The Printer Ex- 
pert, through bis clerk, recoipted to the Clerk 
of House for the bili without amendment 
and gave an order for its printing without 
amendment.

NEW YORK REPUBLICAN PRIMARIES. 

Great interest. attaches to the efforts now 
being made to admit the Republican voters 
of the City of New York to membership in 
the party machine. The city Repubijean 
machine has been run by the organizatiens in 
the Assembly districts, and, although their 
tutal membership included only about 7,000 
out of 80,000 voters of the party, they have 
till now refused, practically, to admit any 
new members. They had a monopoly of the 
machinery of the party, with its command 
of offices and Influence,“ and they did 
not mean to give it up. But the crushing 
defeat of last fall has at last alarmed even 
the bosses, and they see that they must do 
Their 
monopoly was a good thing as long as the 
party voters outside of it were content to 
vote on elegtion-days just as the managers 
inside told theiu to do, but the charm of that 
delectable arrangement was broken last No- 
vember. : 

The problem before the bosses was how to 
admit thie body of the party. or seem to ad- 
mit then, and yet retain thé substance of 
power after the outward show had apparent- 
A careful examination of 
the new pian indicates that this difficult - 
plece of political finesse has been very suc- 
cessfully achieved. All the Republican vot- 
ers are to be admitted to the district societies 
and allowed to take part in the primaries, 
but the enroliment takes place under the 
supervision of the old leaders or under that 
of their substitutes. The enrolling commit- 
tees aré appointed by the machine and have 
power to strike out names at their discretion, 
The program for this reform was drawn up 
by @ committee appointed by the machine, 
and its details may be modified by them at 
their pleasure. ; : 

But assuming thet the anticipations of the 
New York Tribune and the New York Bven- 
ing Post will be realized, that this new en- 
rollment will be fairly made, and that it will 
lead tothe mobilization of the real Kepub- 
lican party, to take the place of the fraudu- 
lent associations that have paraded in its 
dress, the interesting question comes up, 
What will they do with it? Is this something 
more dignified than a maneuvre to persuade 
the deeply discontented voters of the party 
that it is renovated and purified, and so to 
lure them back to vote the party ticket? if 
it is not a mere plece of Flaniganism, of 
ofticehoiders’ drill, what is it for? 

Have the Republican managers of this re- 
formed New York Republican machine any- 
thing particular to accomplish with it? What 
is. their issue? Have they a homogeneous 
opinion about tariff reform that they can 
raise as the varty cry? Do they see some 
greater wrong than the tariff that they wish 
to direct the party energies against ? 

That machine politicians can be incredibly 
stupid was sufficiently shown by the blunders 
that led to the overwhelming calamity of last 
year. If the New York masters of party 
strategy and reformthink that dissatisfaction 
with party mechanism is the sole cause of 
apathy and. desermons of their forees they 
are quite wide of the mark. An attempt has

Official Massa- 
chusetts declares its boundless respect for 
the man who corrupted Congress, while pri- 
vate Massachusetts declines to associate on 
terms of personal fellowship with one of the 
priuleipal lights of the aristocracy referred 
to last winter in the New York Legislature 
by Assemblyman Roosevelt as » the wealthy 
criminal classes,”’ 

It is evident that private and officiai Mas- 
sachusetts have different standards of what 
constitutes a desirable member of society. 
There is one Massachusetts that thought it 
just the thing to elect Butler Governor of 
the Commonwealth. There is another that is 
shivering with horror lu anticipation of the 
huualliation it will be to see the authorities 
of Harvard College, in compliance with ip- 


‘memorial custom, confer on commencement- 


day the honor of Doctor of Laws and Lan- 
guages on the Chief Executive. For the 
Chief Executive in this case happens to be 
the person who replied ip print the other day 
to the pubiished story that he had carried off 
from New Orleans a coffin full of spoons, 
and did not deny that it was true! 

There aretwo Massachusettses. Onels the 
Massachusetts that traces its lineage back to 
the Puritans with their virtuols if stern 
doctrines of common rights and common 
duties, and the other has no lineage. One ls 
the Massachusetts of Bunker Hill, the other 
is the Massachusetis of Butler, 
American community, the other is an olla- 
podrida of human odds and ends. The one 
holds to the belief that liberty is the cer- 
tainty of justice that comes to each citizen 
of a community in which every one religi- 
ously regards the obligations he owes to 
others. The other believes that liberty is the 
practice of the doctrine that every one has 
the right todo what he will with his own, 
and to get all he cau. Its motto may be 
summarized into two words: License and 
Success. 

Between these two Massachusettses there 1s 
an irreconcilable conflict. They cannot mix. 
One ts a layer of oil, the other of water, and, 
though they are within the same political 
vessel they cannot come together. ThiSis 
a social phenomenon which might have re- 
sulted in the long course ot generations from 
the deteriorations of the weaker elemeats of 
the vigorous community that left England to 
have its own way, but it has been very much 
hastened by the inpouring of a much lower 
class of new citizens from Europe. Boston, 
so proud of its American descent, almost 
eight generations deep, is today almost as 
thoroughly Hibernitiséd as New Tork. In 
moments of confidence the Bostonian will 
sorrowfully admit that Boston is no longer 
an American city. , 

But the quality that gives us these two 
Massachasetises is not peculiar to Massachu- 
setts. The whole United States is passing 
through this struggle of ideals, the old try- 
ing to nold its own, the new overcoming it 
with its modern want of love for highmind- 


edyess, its incapability of indignation, its lege 


willingness to snatch all the benefits of as- 


r sociation while dodging all the duties that 


make political association an enduring pos- 
sibility. 

Beneath all the other issues of the day is 
as to which Massachusetts, which 
United States, is to survive—the upper or the 
nether? Troubles that it would haveseemed 
impossibie a generation ago that this country 
should feel are pressing upon us. We have 
dangerous extremes of want and wealth, a 
foreign anger at the inequalities of condi- 
tion, a tone in private and political trusts 
flippaut and low, a minority willing to 
plunder and oppress, and a majority unable 
to see that to protect those who are being 
wronged is to proteet themselves in the long 
run. Between the two ils another minority, 
like that of the members of the Boston 
Yacht Club, trying not to give up the belief 
that an American gentleman must have 
clean hands and a clean pocket, and that 
America ought te be ruled By American 
gentlemen, whether in dress-coats or work- 
ingmen’s blouses. 

THE FRENCH COLONIZATION POLICY. 

The French Government appears to have 
entered actively upon its long-projected col- 
onization policy. War has already com- 
menced in Madgascat, at which Great Brit- 
aln expresses regret and surprise, the most 
that she can do, being already engaged in 
the same business, The invasion of Tonquin 


has also gone 80 far as to make it apparent | 


France intends to occupy the entire penin- 
sula of Annam, and this has roused China, 
to whom the province of Tonquin stands in 
te relation ofa vassal, and determined the 
Government to resist the appropriation of 
this territory by force of arws. 

These néw operations of France only show 
that the time has come when she is about to 
enter fully upon her policy of colonization. 
The policy has been freely canvassed for a 
long time and has only waited for one who 
would champion it. President Grévy has 
assumed that responsibility and com- 
menced the work. It has long been the 
theory of the French that the only 
way to increase in population, to avoid pau- 
perism and the further subdivision of land, 
is to provide outlets for the population and 
Its legitimate increase, as England and Rus- 
sia have done. Having recovered from the 
war with Germany, and being. on good terms 
with the other ‘European Powers, with no 
likelihood of interference on any hand—for 
Germany is not averse to the spreading out 
of French tertitory,: and England cannot 
logically complain—the Government bas 
commenced the work In good earnest, Tun 
has already been absorbed, Not having 
thken any part in the “Egyptian invasion, 
leaves het free — 
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sition of China, which may protract the

LONDON GOSSIP. 

ARE BOSSA AND TYNAN BRITISH SPIES? 

LONDON, May u. -O Donovan- Rossa and Peter 
J. Tynan the London evening papers of today 
declare are undoubtedly British spies and under 
rogular pay by the English Government. These 
deciaranons are backed up by certuin detailed 
statements which carry the impression that the 
papers which make the remarks are in posses- 
sion of a good deal of information upon the sub- 
ject. These publications have produced a 
genuine sensation among the members of the 
diferent lifsh eircles in town. Nearly all the 
members of the Irish Parliamentary party 
ridicule the newspaper statements, and as- 
sort chat no well-informed lrishman in London 
doubts the fidelity to the Irish cause of both 
Rossa and Tynan. Some of the Irish leaders 
bere affect great indignation over what they 
cali the pretended disciosures, and characterize 
tue m as Government invenuons made for the 
purvoose of injuring the Lrish cause. 

TONQUIN. 

Great excitement das been created in Loridon, 
as woll as jo Paris, this afternoon over the re- 
celpt of the official news that tne French have 
met with a severe reverse in Tonquin. The latest 
news gives the casuaities at fourteen killed, in- 
cludug the Freuen commander, and seventy- 
two wounded, The Freuen Senate has taken 
prompt action by unanimously en 5 8 to sus- 
tain the expedition to the utmost, and by order- 
img forward rcinforcements thout delay. 
There is a feeling among the people of 
Puris that, while the French troops have acted 
with much heroism and vigor, there is reason to 
apprehend that the resources at the base of op- 
erations were nos adequate to an expedition 
which is likeiy to prove of vastly greater mag- 
nitude than had been foresten. 

‘The Germans baving foretold from the outset 
that the Tonguim expedition will not be a mili- 
tary promenade tor the Freach, there is no dis - 
guise of the satiafacdon in Berlia over today’s 
news of the reverse to the Freuch arms. 


POSSIBLE MURDER. 


Jacob Schindholm Assaulted by Three 
Men, by One of Whem He Was Dan- 
geroasly Shot. 

Shortly before 12 o'clock last night the police 
found upon their mands a rather startiing mys- 
tery to unravel—a shooting affray which is 
likely to result in a murder, At the bour named 
& man staggered into Banks“ saloon, 
No #8 South Halsted street, and 
said I'm shot,” at the same time 
drawing a revolver from his pocket and pla cing 
it on the counter. Then ho sank to the floor 
unconscious. It was at fret suspected that the 
man might have shot himself, but the examina- 
tion of the revolver which be had taken from 
his pocket showed that all the chambera were 
loaded. here were in the saloon 
atthe time John PF. Higgins, of No. South 
Peoria street, and Thomas Foley, of No. 205 West 
Taylor street. One ot them hastily summoned 
the patrol service from the Twelfth Street Sta- 
tion and the other called in Dr, M. J. McKenna. 
The latter examined the prostrate 
and discovered a builet wound in hie 
left breast below the nipple, the wound bavin 
evidentiy been made by a large bullet. It ha 
not made its exit and could pot be reached with 
a probe. There was very little external bemor- 
bage, and it was the opinion of the doctor that 
the wound was bieeding freely internally and 
was very dangerous. 

Won the patrol arrived the wounded man 
wes hfted in, and at wat moment recovered 
consciousness suilicient tw briefly tell his story. 
He said he bad been calling at the house of 
Peter Corbley. No. 230 De Koven street, 
and that after leaving there de was 
met at the corner of Polk and Halsted streets 
by three men whe assauited him. He was 
a t to draw bis pistol te defend him- 
self when one of the men shot bim, all three 
then running of He did not know who bis as- 
saliants were. His own name be gave as 
Jacob Schindboim and his age as % 
years. He also said he was employed as a bar- 
tender by Mat Cook at the corner of Randolph 
and La Salle streets. After telling this much 
Schludholm again lust cousciousness, but when 
the patrol wagon reached the hospital and 
one officer asked anotber if he thought the 
man was dead, the latter surprised them by say- 
mg. No, by ——; I'm alive yet.“ 

"Tn a very short time Capt. O'Donnell, Lieuts. 
Shay and Kipicy. and a number of detectives 
irom the Central Station were working on the 
case. They found that Scnindhoim had 
gone to Uorbley’s house to see the 
man's married daughter. Mrs. John Pierce. 
They learned furthermore that Mr. and Mra. 
Pierce had receutiy separated, and that the 
husband was jealous of certain attegtions that 
had been paid to bisa wife. 

These discoveries opened the eyes of the do- 
tectives, and a visit was made by them to Cor- 
biey’s house. The old man, and in fact the 
whole tamily, appeared very much excited. 
Corbley at first denied what he had any daugb- 
ter at all; but when finally cornered he 
told something of what the officers wantod 
to know, and also introduced nis daughter. Mrs. 
Pierce. The latter frankly expressed the opia- 
ion that her husband was the one who did the 
shooting. Sbe said he was jeaious of Schind- 
holm, although he (Pierce) bad deserted 
ber for some otter woman. She had 
not seen her husband that evening, 
however, and could pot say, of course, 
whether be was the mau wanted or not. 

Schindholm called there about7 o' lock and re- 
mained until nearly 11. Then be and Corbley 
went to Banks’ saloon and bad a drink together. 
The two men separated at the nearest corner 
after leaving the saloon, Corbley return- 
ing. and Schindhoilm starting down town, it 
was supposed. Corbley, Mra. Pierce, and two or 
three inmates of the house were taken to the 
Twelfth Street Station and at last accounts were 
being subjected to a close examination by the 
detectives, witha view to getti information 
on which Pierce migft be located and arrested. 

Owen MeGeeney, clerk of an undertaker at 
the corner of isted and Mather streets, 
was on Halsted street, near Polk. when the mys- 
terious sbot was fred. He saw three or four 
men struggling on the corner, and heard one of 
them eay, “Give it to him.” Then the shot 
was fired, and three men ran east on 
Polk street. McGeeucy was unable to give auy 
description of the men, baving been too far 
away and the struggle having lasted such a short 
time. 

The latest report from the bospital showed 
Schindnholm to be very low. The physicians had 
been unable to find the ball.

We cannot any more 
adwire or endure some of the Genevag tenets, 
and cannot fuliy defend the one who asked for 
one martyr, but we all can say over Calviu's 
tomb the words, “Great and good, but imper- 
ect!” Could you all ruo inadvanceof your 
times in goodness as thie old theologian raa in 
advance of bis age. what nodleness would you 
all possess! Other retormations would soon ap- 
ar, and the names of Luther and Wesley would 

dimmed by your fresh renown. 

Imperfection is often very full of pathos and 
therefore often has beauty seen in piety. 
When he who wrote many of the psaims and 
ruled at Jerusalem in such splendor fell into 
sinus and crimes and stained his own great name, 
be feli into such unhappiness and penitence that 
his sins seem forgiven to his tears. What 
wrongs that king did were not justified witha 
brazen face: the doctrine that a great chieftain 
must not be held amendadie to common laws 
sprang up aroun d Caesar, and Wellington, and 
Bonaparte, and not in the silent chamber of the 
King of Judah. The words Have mercy upon 
me, O God, according to Thy loving kiudness, 
according to the multitude of N tender mer- 
cies biot out my transgressions,” have entered 
into the litanies of the churches and bave sounded 
also in the depths of many a heart when far 
away from any temple it has set up its own altar 
of prayer. Thus the sins of the ancient King 
seem forgiven by all those thoughtful ones who 
themseives,bope for some form of human and 
divine mercy. 

It counts nothing against the divine commis- 
sion of the writers of the Oid and New Testa- 
ments that they marred their lives by some acts 
of great weakness. The quick temper and 
boasting of Peter, the thanktulness of Paul that 
be bad not baptized any of the Coripthians ex- 
cept two personal friends, the three-sided 
quarrel of Peter, Paul, and Barnabas, 
must be classed among those imper- 
fections which have never been absent 
from any human mind or spirit. Iu- 
spired words and deeds could never have 
come to us bad they waited to be brought by 
snow-white mortais. Stupendous miracies and 
numerous Ones would have been invoived had 
inspired men been made perfect men; but 
the genius of the universe is against 
more than the least possible amount 
of. immediate divine interference. God 
would rather an imperfect mau shouvid 
teach divine lessons tban that a few meu should 
be made perfect by miracie. Ine Bibie there- 
fore takes its place in the arena of fallibie 
workmen and bears some traces of baving been 
made by beings who needed a part of the for- 
giveness and penitence which they have taught 
to madkind. Could we now find ‘the 
graves of Moses, and David, and Paul. 
and James, and Barnabas; and would that 
among the sepulchres of great artists, and ts. 
aud military chieftains, and maguificent ings 
there could be found the tomb of St. Paul, into 
which his bloody body and severed head were 
flung. and the tombs of some ot his brother 
martyre—could we tind such spots on earth 
standing in sacred grass and flowers and bowiug 
in memory. the word “ imperfecuon would not 
abate in the least the measureiess reverence of 
our hearts. As a dead and broken tree in the 
woods, or a few brambles in the tield, ora few 
sharp stones in our vath among mountains 
do not close our eyes to beauty above 
and around and beyond, so the errors of’ the 
humau spirit in their ordinary quality and num- 
ber do not conceal from us any partof that 
divine epectacie calted the soul. Look at it in 
its life of child, or woman, or man in any of the 
earthly degrees, or look at these forms in death 
and imperfections are outweighed by inherent 
sublimity. 

berefore is it that a heart trained to seck for 
and discover defects and that loves such an 
avocation is doomed to pass through this lite 
without baving found one-half the happiness it 
offered that mind when it start forth 
from its cradle. For bappiness comes 
not from what we cast awa but from 
what we embrace. The mind should ab- 
sorb the universe rather than discard it. Tne 
truly musical heart is full of happiness when a 
Parepa sings a Home. Sweet Home,” but the 
same soul, waudering tar away from the gifted 
half-angel voices to the couwtry cottage is 
deeply moved again by the same time aad 
words, and, thinks little of the shadings lost and 
time disregarded, and, retreating into the wiidg 
of Arkansas and hearing the song once again 
from axmen or boatmen by their tire at night, 
the tears of appreciation again flow and all the 
faulttinding is faraway. O the benevolence of 
God who has thus wedded happiness and imper- 
fection! 

There is no corner of life into which this law 
of humanity does not foliow us. They who 
Hing aside an art or a talent because they feel 
that the ideal is too far beyond their reach 
know less about their own world than they know 
about their art. If you continue your music or 
study or any art hw will reach only a poor re- 
sult you tear. erhaps, but if you abandon 
them you will show your ignorance of the des- 
tiny of man, for the most of human bappiness 
comes from a generous absorbing of tne de- 
fective in all corners of our world. The poetry 
of Mrs. Browning ts often lame in thought and 
feet. Homer “ nodded at times.” Milton was 
often stilted, Pope prolix. Tennyson weak, Em- 
erson ubscure; apd below these higber names 
there is a perfect army of very defective writers 
who have ministered to the happiness and edu- 
cation of the millions who have swept along from 
birth to death. 

The perfect ideal must always be before each 
great mind and great age, but the generations 
would all die of a broken heart if no joy could 
come tili they sbould bave reached that supreme 
good. We are all cheered onward by the feeling 
that the imperfect will suffice it the perfect 
fails. As the food of angels is supposed to dif- 
fer from the food of mortals, as their forms are 
lighter and can be wafted to and fro perhaps by 
bird-like wings, so the ideai is always beyond 
man, and while he is journeying alurg in these 
years he must accept of common earthly food 
for his earthly spirit. In moments of dream he 
may wien to iy and may long to cleave the air 
like a bird of the skies, but the dreum is soon 
dispelled and mau sees his feet and under them 
only solid ground. No wings, no fight for bit. 

Thus the petition, Forgive us our tres- 
passes as we forgive those who trespass agaiast 
us. passes Out of the leid ot religion and asks 
for a perpetual home in all places and times. It 
wraps up the mighty millions that live—an im- 
mense but beautiful mantle of charity. When 
you go forth fully determined as much as pos- 
sible toadmire, as much as possible to find 
beauty in the world and in man, as much as 
possible goodness and truth in ail the sanctus 
ries with cheir forms and creeds, you go forth 
in the name of a principle which came from 
Heaven and rolle like a sprirkiing wave 
of sunlight over the homes of the ei 
and the sleeping places of the d 1 
Having done its kind earthly work, 
this forgiveness of imperfection will reappear 
at Heaven's gate, and sitting there in the like- 
ness of the Son of man will say te many: Im- 
perfect but good, wavering but-at last tru 
doubting but trusting, sinful but penitent and 
loving, enter ye into the joy of ra.” There 
are indeed those to whom torgiveness cannot 
come, but to many, many, it will be the word of

Saul, the Real Suicide. 

The following sermon was preached by the 
Rev. 8. J. McPherson, pastor of the Second 
Presbyterian Church, to hie congregation last 
evening; 

So Saul died —L Sam.. rxzi.. 6. 

The lite of the fret King of Israel was a con- 
spicuous tragedy. It opened with brilliant pos- 
sibilities; it developed through shifting scenes 
of disappointing promises and accumulating 
disasters; and it Onaliy .collapsed in a terrible 
catastrophe. This pathetic drama was enacted 
on so high a stage that, although, it has awed 
the spectators of 100 generations, it appeals to 
our own hearts with undimished power tonight. 
The fate of its hero fathoms a pity which is too 
deep for tears; and his unutterable folly raises 
& ghost of fear which oniy prayer and careful-

He was inspired oniy to the 
same degree as Baiaam or Samson; the inspira- 
reaching his intellect but not his moral 
life. He became the channel but not the sub- 
ject of God's grace. Yet this prophetic power 
was the crown of bis great opportunities, for it 
was the providing of new qualifications suitable 

to his new responsibility. 

II. Notice Saul’s noble endowment of nature. 
He was not the possessor of great gifts; he was 
nota genius. He might have been rather com- 
monpiace bad he remained in obscurity, This 
may account in part for his downfall. The ma- 
terial of which he was made was not only raw, 
but somewhat coarse for the forming of a King. 
But if he was not essentially ggeat, many of bi» 
qualities were far from mean. He was a choice 
young manana a goodly; and there was not 
amoog the children of Israel a goodlier person 
than he; from his shoulders upward be was 
bigher than any of the proce. His beauty of 
person and stateliness of bearing would have 
rendered him remarkable anywhere, and con- 
spicuously so where these qualities were so ad- 
mired as in the Orient 1,100 years before Ourist. 
Nor was dis physical aspect a false index to 
many of his moral qualities. For example, be 
was a modest man. His abrupt elevation to so 
great a hight.did not, at least immediately, up- 
set the balance of bis mind. He almost resents 
the honor at first. “Am not Ia Benjamite,” be 
says to Samuel, of the smallest of the tribes of 
Israel, and my family the least ot all tne fam- 
ilies of the tribe? Wherefore, then, speakest 
thou so to me?" With the anointing ol upon 
his bead he went quietiy to the humble duties 
of his father’s house. When his uncle asked 
bim what Samuel bad sad, Saul replied: “He 
told us plainly that the asses were found. But 
ot the matter of the kingdom whereot Samuel 
spoke, be told him not.“ While he was being 
— 1 — chosen by lot to big great station, he 

id himseif “among the stuff in modesty or 
teur. It he did not feel the impulses of 
agreat mission kindling the fires of genius 
within, neither did he feel the more common 
prowptings of selfish egotism. betraying bim 
into vain and lengthy displays of himself. 

At this time, too, Saul Was generous and mag- 
nanimous. When he was crowned, All the 
peopie shouted,” as the world bas never yet 
ceased to shout under simiiar circumstances, 
* God save the King!” But Saul was too genu- 
ine to have dis head turned by adulation. ben 
the excitemeut of the coronation was p K 
and de bad quietiy returned to bis dome at 
Gibeab with only that small band of men whose 
bearts the Lord had toucned, many of the peo- 
ple “despised him, and brought bim no pres- 
ents.” But as be could not be spoiled by flat- 
tery, so neither could be be soured by contempt. 
He bided bis time; “he beid his ace.“ Soon 
came the occasion which tested his royalty. 
The Ammonites attacked his countrymen. lu- 
stantly the man became the King; and then. 
stuitifyine their former contempt for him, the 
tickie populace clamored for the death of bis 
detractors. But Saul was superior also to petty 
revenge. He answered, There shall not a man 
be put to death this day: for today the Lerd 
hath wrought saivation in Israel.“ 

Saul was always courageous, and, in his own 
way, patriotic. At the first sign of danger to bis 
country his modesty blossoms ioto ehivairy. He 
assumes the leader's place, * foremost in honor, 
foremost in peril, and iu toil.” He sends a royal 
summons to thelttribes, gathers an army of 330,000 
warriors, crosses the Jordan. and destroys the 
enemy in the unparalieled period of tive days. 
So it was througbout his career; he was keenly 


alive to the interests of his country as he under- 


stood them; evergetic and feapiess in pushing 
bis projeets; and slow to consfGer his own per- 
sonal safety. I think you will look in vain for 
examples of physical cowardice in him. Even 
at the fatal moment, on Mount Gilboa, be was 
more afraid of dishonor than death. Then 
again, Saul was a man capable of great affec- 
tion. At the outset of dis career he evinced a 
tender solicitude for the feelings of his father. 
After be and the servaut had been out three 
days on their search he 2 — to go home, 
lest.“ said he, my futher leave curing for the 
asses and take thought for us.” We are toid 
that when David Urst came to him “he loved 
bim greatly; and years afterwards, whiie he 
was insanely pursutug David with murder and 
jealousy in his heart, David's generous mercy in 
sparing his life evoked bis confession of sin, 
and twice revived the oid affection. “Sau said, 
‘Is this thy voice, my son David?’ and Saul 
wept.” Evenat the dismal end of his life, 
as Archbishop Trench bas said of bim ina 
a termon which 1 quote: “The deep dis- 
cords of bis spirit are not ineapabie of 
being subdued inte harmonies, as sweet 
bells, jangiea and out of tune, which for aa 
instant, but, alas! but for an instant, recover 
their sweetness. Moreover, Saul was not only 
gifted with the power of loving, but also with 
the power of inspiring love. Samuel was at- 
tracted to bim from the tirst. He gave bim the 
kiss of fealty and affection at the moment of 
anointing bim. At the time of bis public coro- 
nation Samuel pointed bim out to thé people 
with the admiring words: “See ye bim whom 
tue Lord hath chosen, that there is none ke 
bim among ali the people.“ After bis first fail 
Samuel “cried uato the Lord all night for bim.“ 
end after his final rejection grieved for him as a 
father might grieye tor a wayward son. David, 
too, loved bim, and at bis death mourned and 
wept and fasted for him as weil as for Jouatban. 
Very touching and very true was David's beau- 
tiful lamentation over them: “How are the 
mighty fallen! Saul and Jonathan were lovely 
and pleasant in their lives, and in their death 
they were not divided.” It could not have been 
an ignoble nature which called out the love of 
such men as Samuel and David. It seems un- 
speakably pitiable that of all his splendid op- 
portunities and bis generous endowments Saul 
should have made utter shipwreck. It makes 
one’s soul shudder to see so exceileut a man eu- 
guited in the floods of temptation. Yet it need 
not surprise us. The saddest thought of all is 
that it is no uncommon sight. Thousands iu 
every age are typified in Saul, the sou of Kish. 
Nay, we are all typitied in bis struggies, aud it 
depends solely upon our relation with God 
whether we are not typiued aiso in his end. 
What is Saul but an example, on a dizzy bight, 
of life’s tremendous probation? Life is a test— 
a test of every soul. Every soul has before it- 
— the possibility of a collapse like that of 
aul. 
III. Consider, then, the causes of Saul's down- 
fall. Dean Stanley sume them all up by making 
him the subject of an incomplete conversion. 
He became.” says that author, another man, 
but not entirely. He was, as is so often the 
case, half-cooverted, haif-roused. His mind 
moved unequaily and disproportionately in its 
new sphere. Backwards and forwards in the 
names of his children we see alternately the 
signs of the old beathenish superstition and of 
purified religion ot Jehovah. He 
the prophetic inspiration, not 
rs but only in fitful 
rusts. is religion was never 
blended with bis moral nature. It oke out iu 
wild. ungovernable acts uf zeal and superstition, 
and then left him more a prey than ever to his 
own savage disposition.“ Saul's life was an at- 
tempted compromise between submission to 
God and the followmg of bis own will. Accord- 
ingly, it was utteriy fickle in its manifestations, 
vaciliating spasmodicaily between outbreaks of 
crude superstiuon and outbreaks of crude im- 
morality: and it was utterly a failure in its re- 
suit. A life of such compromise is alwaysa 
failure. It is not godiess, but ungodiv; it isnot 
atheistic, but impracticable. A life utterly 
without God may be a consistent life, although 
its consistency is made up only of evil. 
life which faces both ways, now serv 
now serving self, isa jumbie of absurdities. 
ie a foregone failftre, an im ible mixture 
of incongruous elements. man might as 
well try to ride at once two horses going in Op. 
posit directions as to attempt, with Saul, to 
at once godly and un * 

Saul's primary sin was impatient self-will. He 
had been only two years King When this trait led 
him intoan act of sacrilege. He bad gathered 
the peopie in Gilgal to attack the Philistines. 
He was forced to wait a week for Samuel to 
come and offer sacrifice. Meantime the people 

rew alarmed end began to bide. Saul became 
movatient, and when Samuel failed to appear at 
the time appointed be blasphemously assumed 
the right to offer the sacrifices himself. Samuel 
at once charged him witb the folly of break 
the commandment of the Lord. All the rest o 
his reign he was a doomed King, because by that 
one act he broke bis allegiance to Jebovah. 
Then, a dozen years later, he was directed at 
tue word of God to attack Agag, the King of 
Amalek. “But Saul and people s 
A ~ « « « He openly disobeyed G not 
this time out of superstitious impatience and 
unbelief, but out of an itching desire for per- 
sonal glory. He wished to grace his own tri- 
umpb in the eyes of men. His modesty bad de- 
generated into seltsu pride. He comwits sui- 
cide with a very common weapoo—his own 
vanity. Consequently, he was cut off. Samuel, 
who anointed bim, now pronounces the curse 
upon him: Because thou hast rejected the 
word of the Lord, He hvth also rejected thee for 
being a How biind selfishness is! The 
source of Sauls power is God, but 
Saul forgets the source of his power. He 
gradually develops tne false belie? t he ts 
King io bis own right, and his godless seif-re- 
liance calls down bis dreadfui doom. Seif-wili, 
my friends., is the very essence of sin, and the 
cause of inevitable failure and destruction. 
Time will not permit me to trace out the steps 
of his growing separation from God. It is enough 
to remember that it turned his affection into 
jeaious batred and suspicion; it gangrened his 
magnanimity with the fuul wths of petuy

Samuel is dead; David is an wage yeh 
the Philistines are surrounding him: the 
is dumb; for God has left him forever. Since 
the heavens are shut against him, he sueaks out 
under the cover of niht. willing to counsel with 
the agencies of hell. With a single companion, he 
creeps —— the bosts of the enemy round the 
north shoulder of Little Hermon, consults the 
witch of Endor, and hears his doom pronounced 
by the ghost of that oid mau who forty years 
fore anointed him in the brilliant dawn of his 
early hopes. Ob,is there not heart-break 
pathos in the tragic despair of this guilty King 
*l am sore distressed,” says be, “ for the Philis- 
tines make war egalnet me, and God is departed 
from me.” It the outcry of a lost soul. 
Distress, the war of Philistine passions, the 
final desertion of God. It is compromise ful- 
filled in disaster; seif-will gone home to bell. 
Tomorrow on Mount Gilboa his body shall fall in 
death. But what ot that? His soul ts dead al- 
ready. What more can death do to him? 

Dear frieuds, remember this: No man, how- 
ever perous, cou us, affectionate, or 
noble-hearted he may in natural impulses, 
can fashion success unaided by God out of his 
own good qualities. Self-reiiance is inadequate; 
the only safety, the only hope, is in God-reliaace. 
Trust to yourselves, foliow dictates of your 
own will, at last, at last, you will strangle 
every promise of within you. In the nature 
of things, since Christ is King and man is sinful, 
the renunciation of self and the acceptance of 
Christ's mastery can alone secure permanent 
welfare or nobility or honor. He that nath the 
oon, ee life; he that hath not the Son, hath 
not life.”

The Lessons of the War. 

The Rev. Thomas E. Green preached a Decora- 
tion-Day discourse yesterday morning in the 
Eighth Presbyterian Church. His subject was: 
“The Biue and the Gray.” 

Suspended from the organ-railing were two 
large American flags. On both sides of the pul- 
pit were shields, stars, and bouquets of choice 
cut flowers, The following was the text: 


Fight the good tight of faith; lay hold on eternal 
Ure. -I. Nm., vi, 6. 


The speaker said that the author of the poem 
The Blue and the Gray saw as in a vision the 
spirit of after days when in Northern blue and 
Southern gray he laid bis weary warriors 
down” and carved above them as an epitaph, 


these lines: 
They aid the duty that they saw; 
Both wrought at God's supreme designs, 
And under Love’s eternal law, 
Each life with equa! beauty shines. 
Even now, he continued, after a score of 
speeding years have covered over the reats and 
sashes of contending issues, men are coming in 
the mellow light of distance to reverence the 
heroic, and forget qe party strife. It bas been 
the constant rule of lite and the certain method 
of civilization that all great advances bave been 
purchased at great cost. Not willtugiy bas a 
race, depraved, sinful, and selfish, ascended 
from age to age up toward better things. Not 
by any mere development of chances, nor by 
any necessary rule of progression, bas 
the milieonium drawn nearer. But ever 
and always bas the purchase price of 
advancement been commensurate with the 
preciousness of the attainment. Through per- 
secution, through rebellien, through fierce strife 
aud awful din of war, men and nations and the 
church have risen step by step toward perfec- 
tion. Let.us attemptany possible explanation 
of the apparent incongruity of cause and effect, 
and we are met but by coustant mystery, the 
inexplicable riddle of human life. ith Ex- 
celsior “written on the heaven-graved escutch- 
eon of its being. there is deep-rooted in life's 
fabric The power that essays to drag down and 
debase life and wreck andruin character. A 
force exists in man that is warring constantly 
andever against the attainment of life's true 
end, making each day a day of strife with a cun- 
ning foe. National life, as weil as the existence 
of the fabric of the Church, is but the aggregate 
in all tbings of individual experience, 
and like individual life. States and na- 
tions learn their great and saving lessons in the 
same harsh school. The advance of culture, the 
domination of the truth, the culmination of bu- 
manity toward the ideal and the Christ-like, the 
revelation and development of the Church asa 
saving power in the worid, have been all devel- 
oped from the same birth—throes of 1 bay 
By the light of burning heretics Christ's bieeding 
feet we track. 

Tomas up new Calvaries ever, with the cross that 
turns not back: 

And these mounwof anguish number how each gen- 
eration learued 

One new word of that grend credo which in prophet 
hearts hath burne 

Since the first man stood, God-conquered, with his 
face to heaven upturned. 

And it thus becomes part of the great in- 
struction of the past that you and I behold in 
the fast-increasing reaeR of years the great 
crisis that winnowed of so much evil and puri- 
fied as by tire our own National Hfe. In the 
fierce and bitter passion of present issues, it be- 
came a great sectional conflict; in the light of 
after years it becomes a National tuition for 
wider, more complete existence; then it bore all 
the tinge ana fury of bitter hate; now, tears 
flow North and South even over bitter words, 
and mute agony stands in memory of dreadful 
deaths. Then it seemed to bear but che sombre 
colors and the pirate's arms of rebellion and an- 
archy; now it carries, dark and mysterious as 
ail, but distinct as any, the mark of 
God's directing and o'erruling Providence. 
There were dangers that my vefore our Nation 
that were ruinous if not averted or tuned: 
there were sins that stained our fair land that 
even in the tardy justice of earth called aloud 
for vengeance. The Nation, the worid, needed, 
distinct and never to be forgotten, a great les- 
son, the enforcement of great and Divine truths 
with an emphasis that might not be mistaken. 
Deep in the depraved bosom of life lurked great 
tendencies that must surely ruin if they were 
not eliminated. Tnere are those who yet, with 
the ghoui spirit dominant in their bearts, love 
eveu now to gloat over tue borrid memories of 
those red days of wo. There are many whoin 
the mad race of ambition and the greed 
of power still tove to shout old cries 
of combat, and-unveil old scenes of sorrow. No 
voice shail call today to such unboly deeds. Be 
ours a holier and a more sacred task. There 
were many of you whoin those days of doubt 
prayed with each speeding hour, God save 
the flag. Rebels and traitors we called our 
foes then. We stamped the brand of batred on 
all who stood beneath the other flag; but with 
that prayer, as it rings Ai in the memory of 
Southern hearts, who heard the words fail on 
that hushed and reverent bost, let memories of 
cruel hatred die. Side by side . they 
lie, the blue and the gray, oa 
many a battieticid, greeu- grown now with the 
verdure of peace. So let them lie, as with 
tlowers we come to honor the men whose death 
gave lite to the land. 

We come today to honor in memory the 
soldier, who as he saw the truth, and as his 
heart led him forth, went out with life in band, 
courageously, obediently, loyaliy, to live or die 
tor his howe and follow bis flag. I have spoken 
before in this presence of the type of the soldier 
as he stands, the world’s dero, the ideal, in 
bioodless battles. but no less severe—the servant 
of our Captain, Christ. It was with a thrill that 
martial deeds always enkindle, that St. Paul 
sounded in clear tones the reveille of the army 
ot Christ, and gave as the watchword: “St 
fast; quit ye like men; de strong.“ 
There are great principles of victorious 
soldierhood that 
Christian character, and great and noble traits 
of valor that, tranospMmuted from the carnage 
fields of earth to the more subtle conflicts of 
spirit, make the man whose brow sball wear at 
last a wreath whose beauties never fade. Let 
us reverence in these bonors of memory as we 
crown the dead with flowers the beauty of 
true and loyal patriotism and devotions. Sad 
commentary upon our bumanity is it that the 
inberitance they died to win should so soon be 
defiled in such unhalloved use. Too often in

CHURCH ASSEMBLIES. 


General Assembly of Presbyterians 
North—The Indian Question. 

SarmaToGa, N. T., May 26.—([Special.}—The 
hour set apart for prayer by both the Northern 
and Southern Presbyterian General Assemblies 
for prayer for an outpouring of God's Spirit 
upon both churches was largely attended. 
The Rev. W.C. Young, of Louisville, presided 
here. The burden of the prayers and exhorta- 
tions was that of thanksgiving for the fraternal 
relations and fraternal spirit so happily estab- 
dished after so many years of estrangement. 

In the reguiar session fraternal telegrams 
were exchanged with the United Presbyterians, 
in session at Pittsburg. . 

A recommendation was made for appropri- 
ately observing the 400th anniversary of Martin 
Lutner’s birthday. 

An overture from the Emporia Presbytery, in 
Kansas and the Indian Territory, asking the 
General Assembly to urge the Govern- 


ment to return the Nez-Perees Indians 
captured in Chief Joseph's war to their 
former reservation and old home in Idaho 
from the place where they were located in the 
Indian Territory, was reported from committee, 
and causedalong and interesting discussion. 
These Indians are nearly all now members of a 
Presbyterian church. The Her. George L. 
Spinuing, of Cleveland. said that Chief Joseph 
was a rough but brave and manly man, 
and simply resisted, as any true man ought, tne 
invasion of his legal rights,and after a cam- 
paigo which be conducted with remarkable skill 

e surrendered with the understanding that bis 
band should be allowed to return to 
their reservation. Instead of this, Joseph 
was sent to prison and his men placed 
on low. flat lands, which are so unhealthy that 
but are living out of 950. Out of these 150 
are members of the Presbyterian Church, and 
have sent a touching appeal asking the General 
Assembly to plead for the carrying out of the 
treaty. Ia forwarding this appeal the pres- 
bytery says that these ndians were 
se!f-supporting im Idaho, never accepting 
auy raters, but providing for themselves 
by modes of stock-raising and agricuiture, 
which is not practicable where they now are. 
They are supported wholly by the Government, 
and their passiouate desire to return to their 
tribe makes it well- nich impossible to interest 
them in any scheme for self-improvement. The 
great change from the wountain air and 
pure water of their mountain bome to the ma- 
lartal plains of the Indian Territory have proved 
disastrous to beaith and life. They are but a 
fragment of the tribe in exile from howe and 
families. This tribe has always been friendly 
since vissted by Lewis and Clark in 1876. ‘They 
resisted the efforts of Mormon emiasaries to in- 
cite them to hostilities. The only time they 
ever took up arms was in defense of their rights, 
which had been both invaded and permanently 
endangered. If we do not give them justice we 
will reap the judgment, 

Several leading men took part in the discus- 
sion. Dr. John C. Lowrie bad already been to 
Washington on a mission to secure what was 
asked. The Government thought it dangerous 
for them to go back. .The exasperated whites 
there would kin them on sight. This was de- 
nied by another Commissiouer, who said that 
there was no danger of vengeauce. 

Dr. Howard Crosby bad also been on the same 
errand. The people have elected men to man- 
age this business, and tue proposed action would 
look like interference of the Presbyterian 
Church with matters of State. He would not 
oppose a deciarations of principle in 
the matter, but deprecated going into 
detailed suggestions to the Government. ' This 
suggestion were antagonized by other speak- 
ers, who said that what was proposed would be 
simply exercising the rigbt of petition. Dr. 
Crosby moved that the matter be recommitted, 
with the suggestion to make the action one of 
principle without details, and it was carried by 
& close vote. ' ° 

A long discussion followed upon a proposition 
to authorize and solicit aid for build- 
ing a monument to Father McKim- 
mie, alleged to have organized the first 
Presbyterian church in America in Mary- 
land in 1684. Some speakers claimed that his 
was not the fact, as Richard Denton bad founded 
a Presbyterian Churen at Hempstead, Long 
Island, forty years earlier. The discussion be- 
came very aul mated, and the views were so con- 
flicting that a motion to indefinitly postpone 
prevailed by a large majority. 

A delegation of Indians from the school at 
Carlisle was introduced by Capt. Pratt, United 
States army. There were six fine-iooking rep- 
sentative red men of the rising generation pre- 
sented, representing the Creeks, Comanches, 
Kiowas, and Navajus. They sang some songs, 
and two or three of them made brief speeches ia 
good English and abounding in good sense. One 
of them, a printer, said that ever since the 
white men came the Indian had been compelled 
to face to the West. Heasked why they could 
not live among the whites, jike the immigrants 
from Europe, Asia, and Africa 
much brains as anybody, but 
nothing, being contin 
activities to such narrow 
Capt. Pratt said that there were not in the 
country more than 40,000 Indian children all 
told, and it was the best and cheapest policy to 
educate them. They can be civilized, but not 
by keeping them bound. There are thirty-six 
tribes represented at the Cariisic school. If 
20,000 children were educated they would civilize 
the rest. He said that the indian must associate 
with citizens to be himself a citizen.

VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 


The Dearth of Preachers. 

CHICAGO, May 26.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
From a statement made by the Kev. Herrick 
Johnson at the Presbyterian General Assembly 
last week it appears that the church of that 
denomination is running short of proachers, 500 
pulpits being vacant, and several of the relig- 
ious weeklies are groaning over what seems to 
them a dismal and lamentable deficiency in the 
pulpit proprietary. As an offset to this, the 
Suaday censuses, which have been taken ro- 
cently, show that there is also a serious de- 
ficiency in the pews. In Cincinnati 15,000 people 
go to hure on Sunday, bat 150,000 go off to the 
country and to shows or remaiu at bome. in 
New York, the Tribune of that city finds that 
75,000 people seex rustic seclusion, 90,000 go to 
Coney Island. 9.000 spend Sunday in Central 
Park, the concert saloons, Which are open, take 
about 12,00), and several thousands of others go 
to beacbes and rural resorts. 

All this woes to snow Chat the relations of pul- 
pit aud pew are not harmonious, and nat some- 
bow there is not that drawing power in the pul- 
pit there ougut to be. 

We do not know how it stands with other de- 
nominations, but hitherto there has been no 
complaint of empty pulpits. The supply, on the 
contrary, has exceeded the demand. The present 
famine, if Dr. Johusou's staitcoments are correct. 
is coutined to the Presbyterian denow!nation 
which has been considered as very healthy an 
flourishing. Possibiy other denominations are 
troubled the sume way. If so, they don’t say aay- 
th about it. It is difficult to account for the 
Presbyterian deticiencies, but I may venture to 
marvel at the extraordinary statement and 
to wooder why it is 60. That 
denomination has very strong churebes 
does a great work for charity, and nas 
some of the finest seminaries iu the country. 
No churet is bettor equipped with the macnin- 
ery of turning out preacters, and candidates for 
the pulpit are usually as pientiful as the leaves 
iu Vallombrosa. Can it be that Presbyterianism 
is not preached with its old-time fervor, or dat 
it is catching the spirit of the time, and that its 
representatives are no longer content to prea ch 
iv the poor churches—for it is amoug these that 
the famine prevails—but are yearoing for the 
pulpits of the rica churches and the fat saiaries? 
Or bas Presbyterianisim developed in these lat - 
ter days into something too jifficult for the 
young ministerial mind to assimilate and teach 
to others? 

It is clear that the numberof people who do 
not go to church is continually on the increase 
in large cities, with the exception of Chicago. 
which is notoriousiy a chureh-going city. Aud 
why? Because it bas smart ministers. They 
make their churcbes interesting. Those who 
do not care to attend the regular churches can 
go and hear the heretic breach. The reasou why 
do many people in other cities fail to attend 
chureh must be due to their conviction that 
other piuces are more agreeable. What is 
needed to attract people to church is good 
preaching, good singing, and something like 
social recognition. Mt isnot a pleasant pros- 
pect that the laity should fall off and the min- 
isters too. How would it do to return to 
the gold-fashioned plan ef exhortation, and 
fill the puipits with Master Holdenoughs? The 
exborters, Moody, Spurgeon, and Taimage, have 
no difficuity in (litng their tabernacles. As the 
Presbyterian Church in old gays used to be 
famous for its power ip this direction, the ex- 
periment might relieve the famine.

Mr. A.C. Cameron read the following paper on 
arbitration: 

rue growing importance of the labor move- 
mont us the issue of the future, upon tne suc- 
cosstul soluuien of wileh depends not only the 
welfare tut the perpetuity of the Republic, in- 
vests every raciona! propositéon, bowever crude, 
to secure this eud with a more thau ordinary in- 
terest, and as worthy ut least of a passing con- 
sideradon. The ever-increasing exactions of 
capital, the concentration of weaith in the bands 
of the few, aud those tew the drones ia the hive 
of industry, with we graduai but inevitable 
Duuperization of the masses, have aroused ‘a 
spirit of discontent, inquiry, and determination 
which forebodes an impending euntiict. This 
contiet, unless averted, will in all pap ability 
degice the status of the American Worker for 
ceuturies to come. No longer a paragraphic 
sneer or pooh- pooh stiles disgussion or silences 
the demands ot bonest labor, Workingmen argue 
from premises to conelusion, and insist — 
justiy so, hat there must bo something radically 
wreng in a social system whieh produces or tol- 
erates such results, or else Out republican form 
of govorument is and must of necessity prove 
u faltace; and if these vondicieus exist in a 
country 60 sparsely settied i the aggregate, aud 
which bas so recently celebrated tts centennial, 
what may be expected as competition increases, 
corporations are multiplied, wealth consoli- 
dated, and our populadon approximates in 
deasity that of Buropeau or Asfatic countries? 
Now the pertiuent question arises, is this grow- 
Uuig discontent, this muttering of rebellion, this 
ehrouic state of strike to continue until labor 
Crushed beyond endurance and goaded to des- 
perulion,rises against its oppressors and buries 
them in a comingn ruin. or sua the sober, sec- 
ood thought of the American people rise equal 
to the eumergeucy, substitute justice for tyrauny 
and reason for passion, aud so pave the way for 
future and wore advanced actiun? 

Awong the projects put forth far ameliorating 
the condidon of the laborer the adoption of the 
principles of arbitration as a preveutive for 
strikes and “lockouts” occupies a prominent 
position. Before referring to its advantages, 
practicability, or the diflloulties with which its 
udepuon is surrounded, it may not be out of 
place to refer to the charges so frequena.ly made 
that trades unions—tbe creatures of hecessity, 
and which will remain so as long as our wages 
system exists—aroe the nursery of strikes. With 
few exceptions every preventive and safeguard 
that experience can suggest has been thrown 
ground the actions of dur National unions in 
relation thereto, and in many orgadizations no 
strike is legalized until the merits of the vontro- 
voray have been presented to, discussed, and 
ganetioned by a majority of the local branches. 
At the rst session of the National 
Labor Congress, beid in Baltimore in 1866, 
composed of the representative trades unionists 
of the United Staves, the following resolution 
was Unanimously adopted and inourporated iu 
its plattorm: 

Resoloed, ‘That we deprecate strikes, except as 
a dernier resort, and until all honoradie means 
to uvoid them have been oxbaus 

This proposition was afterwards ratified by 
the Nauonal Labor Cofventions subsequentiy 
beid in Cuicago, New rs, Poitade! pai, Ciu- 
cinpati, St. Louis, Cleveland, Rochester, and In- 
dinnapolis, and attended by the Presidents of 
the Bricklayers’, Oarpenters’ and Joiners’, 
Cuvuachmakers’, Cigarmakers', Coopers’, Heaters’ 
ang Rollers’, Machinists’ and Biackswithe’, 
Miners’, Molders’, Piasserers’, Puddiers’, Snip 
Carpenters’ and Oaikers’, St. Crisplus, Tailors’, 
and Typographical Navonal and luteraationai 
Unions, while the Committee on Arbitration 
favored the adoption of that measure whenever 
and wherever the employers were willing to 
submit the question in dispute to a disinter- 
ested tribunal. 

Before referring. however, to the question of 
arbitradon, its advatagea, and the most feasible 
means by which it can be practically tested, and 
without desiring to invest them withan undue 
importance, it will be found that in addition to 
the disadvautages under which the industrial 
Classes us a rule labor, such as a lack of educa- 
tional advantages and business knowledge pos- 
sessed by their employers, and their consequent 
inability to present their view of the merits of 
the cootroversy with the sume plausibility and 
the too often wiliful .misrepreseatauons by a 
subsidized venal press, there are other difficul- 
tles seemingly peculiar to our on country to 
which | shall briefly refer. 

ln Great Britain, for example, which may ap- 
propriately be styled the home of trades 
upivons, they ‘have a population not beterogene- 
ous like ours. The national characteristics and 
prejudices of the American, German, Irish, 
Sceudinavian, Bohemian, English, Scotch, 
French, or Italian, each view labor 
question through different spectacies, create a 
trlouon and diversity of sentiment which it is 
well nigh impossible to untfy, and can ouly be 
utilized by &rstemutic organization. 

Again, iu the Old World, many of its ab lest 
minds have devoted the best years of their lives 
toa — of the lubor question, and given to 
the world the results of their deliberadons, 
while even ber foremost stateamen deem it an 
bonor to preside over a labor gathering or ad- 
dress a mechanica’ institute. In our own coun- 
try this indispensable element is lacking. Most 
of our millionaires are engaged in active 
business, or else the silent 
ners in some railroad, mining, 
ufacturing, or mercantile pursuit, while 
writers, with few insignificant exceptions, have 
deemed the solution of the labor problem as 
beneath thelr notice or beyond their compre- 
bension. In the Eugtish Parliament the cause 
of labor bas been cuampioned by ber McDon- 
aids and Burts, while. to our eternal shame be 
it stated, in a coustry where manhood sut- 
frage prevails, where railroad and baaking cor- 
porations, syndicates, and manufacturwmg in- 
terests are represented by the best talout in the 
land, labor, the producer of all wealth. 
canoot boast of a single representative, and 
yet we are told that the labor movement is a 
movement in favor of class legislation instead 
of a protest’against its continuance. Again, the 
case of the workmenistoo often prejudged by 
the unfounded claim that trades-unions de- 
mand the same pay for ali classes of 
workmen irrespective of their qualifications, 
while the fact is they do not establish 
a waximum but a Minimum rate of —— 
They prohibit a member from accepting less 
than a stipulated remuneration, but in no case 
do they probibit a superior workman from re- 
celving as much above the minimum as he or 
hisempioyer may deem his services worth. It 
muy be conceded, however, that during seasons 
of strike workmen who under ordinary circum- 
stuaves would be excluded from trades-unions 
are admitted to membership; but employers 
sbould remember soll- preservatlon is 
Nature's Uret law. and mat in the past they them- 
Seives have used this very clement as an impor- 
tant factor in compelling a reduction or pre- 
venting an inercase of waxes, and consequénatiy 
have no just cause of complaint if they are 
occasionally hoisted with their own petard. 

Another point, and the last to which I shall 
reter, is tne fact that for reasons best known to 
itéeif the puipit bas seen fit to use its influence 
to antagonize the demands of the iaboring 
classes. A few years ago, when the elgut- hour 
system was made a prominent issue, 
churehes of Chicago rang with denunciadon of 
those whom they were pleased to style the dem- 
agogs who urged its adoption, while one divine 
fortified bis opposition to the movement by the 
text, * The poor ye have always with you, and 
broadly intimated tbat those who sought to 
lessen the gult between the rich and tue poor 
were working dirvotiy against the decrees of 
Divine Providence, , 

But while these difieuities exist, and it w 
be useless to ignore them, we iasist they are not 
insurmountabie. Let us keepin view the fact 
that the advantages to be derived from its adop- 
tion, and the waut and sufferi it would save 
to those whose pathway through life is rgugh at 
best, would be more than counterbaianvod by 
an occasional disappointment. The tailure in 
the past bas beeu to put the resolutions referred 
to into practical effect. Somethimg wore than 
mere pronunciamentos are required to mold 
public opinion. Spasmodic, isolated action sel- 
dom accompiisbes any permanent result. It is 
the coustant dripping that wears away the 
stone. Consistent and persistent action is de- 
manded if the trades organizations believe in 
the wisdom ot arbitration. Their members 
wust take the initiative u forcing its adoption 
and enyuging public seatiment in its support.

The pian of securing arbitration through lea- 
islative enactment has also been earnestly ad- 
vocated. As this can only be effected, bowever, 
by the action of the several State Legislatures 
—the National Congress having no jurisdiction 
in the premises—many of whom are ow 
body and soul by corporate monopolies, relief 
from this source in my humble opinion is far 
from oncouraging, and so lung as workingmen 
intrust their interests in National, State, and 
municipal affairs to the keeping of political ad- 
venturers, who, if they had their deserts, would 
be inmates of a bridewell or studying geology 
in a penitentiary, instead of by reputable citi- 
zens seiee from their own ranks ac- 
quainted with their needs, they have no just 
cause of complaint. The * betrayal” of their 
interests, of which we hear so much, is commit- 
ted by themselves when they deliberately sell 
their birtbrigbt. 

The great curse of the labor movement in the 
past has been that workingmen have depended 
too much on the opinions of others, and too lit- 
tle on their own, They have followed when 
they shuuld pave led. When the Eight-Hour 
bill was presented it was emasculated beyond 
recognition, and when passed was not worth the 
paper on which it was written. The stonecut- 
ters, the only craft in this city which has se- 
cured its adoption, obtained it not by law, but 
in spite of it, because they bad the pluck to de- 
mand and the backbone to enforce its recogni- 
tion, and other trades can take a lesson from 
their example. '

Need of High License tn St. Louis. 

St. Louis Republican Dem.] There are about 
1,800 licensed saioonus in St. Louis, and the fees 
they pay to the City Treasury only amount to 
$213,184. The water-tleense fees paid into the 
City Treasury amount to $719,000. Water 
licenses, therefore, pay more than three times 
as much as liquor licenses,and yet the rotail 
traffic isa most extensive business and one in 
which the largest profits are made. It is true 
the business is much “cut up” by exeessive 
competition, and all retail dealers do pot make 
large amounts of money. But this only proves 
that there. are too many persons en- 
gaged in it, and that the number ought 
to be reduced. These saioons that enjoy a 
large run of custom do make large profits— 
larger, perhaps, than auy other business in the 
city in propordon to the amount of capital in- 
vested and the risk inourred—for the retail 
liquor traific is a cash business in which there 
are few losses through bad credits. 

It is a little strange that the attention of our 
municipal authorities has not been earuestiy 
directed to this source for the additional rev- 
enue which they are continually telling us the 
city requires. We need more money for the 
police, more money for street improvements, 
more money fora general system of street- 
watering, and more money foraa extension of 
the water-works; but we cannot get it because 
the tax for revenue purposes is rigidly limited 
t 1 per cent on the valuation. The 
only way the revenue can be even siightiy 
increa is by exaggerating the taxable vuiua- 
tion of property, and this most injudicious prac- 
tice bas been pursued till it threatens to become 
insupportabie. For bigu property valuadons 
mean high rents and bigh cost of living, and so 
the effects come home in bardships to the very 
class of citizens who ere least able to bear thein— 
mechanics, clerks, teamsters, teachers, porters,

DOING THE HOTELS, 
ARREST OF A THIEF WHO HAS NUMEROUS 
VALISES IN HIS POSSESSION. 

For some time past the clerks and proprietors 
ot che principal hotels of the city bave been 
gradually losing their minds in consequence of 
numerous petty thefts committed at their re- 
spective establishments, the rooms of guests 
having been ritied of sundry satcheis, clothes, 
and umbrellas by thieves whose boidaess 
indicated 4 supreme contempt for 
detectives and the lav. The thieves 
have confined their operations chiefly to the 
Leland, Tremont, Grand Pacific, and Palmer. 
At the last-named hotel the room of a female 
guest was entered Friday night by one of the 
thieving gaug aud cieaned of a couple of satch- 
els alleged to have contained jewelry and 
other articles of considerable value. Some 
one employed about the hotel was 
enabled to give a pretty accurate 
description of the thief, and it proved that this 
description tallied pretty closely to that of a 
mau who had been observed lurk about some 
of the other hotels where thefis had been com- 
mitted. Tue city detectives were furnished 
witb a description of the fellow. and yesterday 
afternoon, wben two officers of theCentrai Stason 
staff saw a man leave the Grand Pacific Hotel 
accompanied by a negro carrying a vaiise on 
his shoulder, they were shrewd enough to ob- 
serve that his appearance accorded very closely 
with that of the man whom the hotel people 
wanted urrested. They followed the suspected 
individual and the negro to the cor- 
ner of Wabash avenue and Jackson street, 
and there arrestedthe former. He protested 
against being subjected to such an insult, but 
consented, per force, to accompany the officers 
to the Centra! Station. There he cave his name 
as Augustus Miller and his age as #0 years. His 
real name, bowever, is believed to be Gross. 
U pon searching the prisoner it waa discovered 
that he bad in bis possession a 
large and varied assortment of hotel keys and 
snodry pawno-tickets fer which he could not 
satisfactorily account. Finally he weakened, 
and confessed that be was guilty of what had 
already been suspected of him. He said be came 
here about two weeks ago from Philadelphia 
and being unable to flud work and being fa- 
miliar with all the hotels, having 
once traveled as a drummer for a 
Brooklyn clothina house, conciuded to operate 
the caravansaries. Hestole only as occasion 
required—that is, when be found himself in 
need of funds. At the time of his arrest he had 
just given a negro his last 10 cents to carry a 
satchel, which de had “ nipped” from Room 371 
of the Grand Pacific, to the 
Marion House on Wabash avenue, near 
Jackson street, where he wa stopping. He had 
already stolen two eatchels and two umbrellas 
from the Leland, two satchels and two suits of 
clothes from the Tremont, and a trunk and two 
satchels from the Palmer. The satchbeis stolen 
from the Palmer belong tothe French gentie- 
man previously menwdoved, and were found in 
Gross’ room. Gross says there was very ü little 
of value in these séatchels, although 
it was claimed by § the owner that 
they contained a diamond ring and some other 
articles of jeweiry. The trunk stolen from the 
Paimer was found at the Crawford House, 
where it had been left by the thief. Some of 
the other articles were recovered from different 
pawn-shops by the detectives during the after- 
noon. Gross says he realized onty about $58 on 
all the plunder taken by him. The prisoner is a 
short man, rather slim. with full red beard, 
closely cropped at the sides, and a nose suffi- 
ciently booked to indicate his nationality. He 

is a German Jew. 


TOTAL ABSTINENCE. 

A VIGOROUS ARRAIGNMENT OF INTEMPER- 
ANCE BY THE REV. JAMES Mu. HAGAN. 
Father James M. Hagan, President of the 
Archdiocesan Roman Catbolie Temperance So- 
cieties, lectured last evening in St. Pius’ Church, 
cofner of Highteenth und Paulina streets, on 
“Intemperance,” to an audience numbering 
about 400, of which more than half were ladies. 
The reverend gentieman declared that the 
remedy of the liquor evil depended on the issue 
which the temperance advocates had set them- 
selves to decide, and which the liquor-dealers 
and their friends bad forced on the country. It 
had come to the point that in the United States 
last year for every man. woman, and child $16 bad 
been spent in liquor, and in Chicago there was one 
drinking saloon for every twenty-five drinking 
peopie. There weré only 300 churches in Chi- 
cago and there were 4,000 saloons; there were 
400 clergymen and 5,000 bartenders, and but 500 
policemen to take care of these bartenders. 
Only about $1,000.00 was spent annually for the 
education of the ehildren ef the city, while 
$15,000,000 were spent in whisky and beer. It 
makes the heart sick, it causes the brain to reef 
to contemplate the awful enormity of this drink 
plague. Of the evil effects be nad scarcety 
need, he said, to tell the 
dressed. They saw the poverty and misery 
which it had caused too frequently. It 
met them at every corner. Nearly every 
fifth house was a saloon. He regretted 
to have to say it, but it was but too true, that 


doors of saloous—a sort of invitation to 
Irishmen to Come ina to drink—and too frequent- 
ly men professing to be Catholics poured out the 
alcohol which maddened the brain of the drink- 
er, and which incited the victim to deeds of vio- 
lence, shame, and sin. The saloonkeepers even 
haunted the piace of worship, and near the 
bouse of God were the blinds which shut out the 
sunlight and the lattice-work which concealed 
the traffic in liquid poison. He could not under- 
stand why Irishmen should seli poisom at auy 
price to their countrymen. They must know 
that the use of liquor degrades their country- 
meh and them to disgrace. Why 
will so many of them descend to the 
meanness of becoming bartenders, why will so 
many of them reward u saloon as the safest in- 
vestment? There may be one honest, con- 
scientious saloonkeeper between the tropics and 
the poles, but it would e n man witha 
Diogenes lamo a long time to find him. Father

SENATOR ALLISON, OF IOWA, ON PROHIBE 
TION AND OUR MERCHANT MARINE. 
Senator Allison, of lowa, was in tae city yes- 
terday and stopped at the Grand Pacific. Being 
asxed what was the present status of probibi- 
tion in Iowa de said that matters were where 
the courts had left them. The amendment was 
deciared unconstitutional, and, was therefore 
null and void. What the Stace Convention, 
which would meet June 27, might see 
fit to do he could notfjsay. A large 
element in lowa undoubtediy favored a 
rigorous prohibition, and a majority of the 
counties were outspoken on the subject. There 
would of course be an attempt to harmonize the 
different elements, but it was impossibie to 
forecast the action of the convention. No op- 
posiuon to Gov. Sherman had as yet displayed 

itselt, and he would probably be renominuted. 
The Senator ison the Finance Committee of 
the Senate, and was asked if he thought a re- 
duction on this year’s estimates for running the 
Government was probable. He replied that 
it was scarcely feasible so long as the 
arrears of pensions had to be provided for. 
The appropriations for the fiscal year end: 
Juiy 31. 1883, were in the vicinity of 6228. 000.000. 
or „000.000 less than the year previous. The 
arrears of pensions would be all disposed of 
after next year, still the pension list would re- 
main at from $50,000,000 to $60,000,000 per annum. 
In regard to the restoradon of an American 
merchant marine, the Senator thought that it 
was not in the power of Congress to accom- 
plish very muck. The decline of our sbipping 
interests was due mainly to natural 
causes; chiefly to the fact that 
money could be invested to greater 
advantage in other things. When the surpius 
capital of the Nation ceased being invested in 
railroads then perhaps something wight be done. 
“Wecan not compete with Engiand,” said he, 
“who controls the carrying-trado of the world 
because of her cheap money, her extended col- 
Onial system, and her established marine. Then, 
take for example the Norwegians and Italians, 
who next to Engiand have the greatest number 
of bottoms. The sailors receive almost nothing, 
and an American would not work for such com- 
pensation when he could go out to Dakota and 
receive 160 acres of laud for nothing from the 
Government.” ~ 
The Senator thought our navy would be some- 
what increased during the next few years. The 
lust Congress had authorized the construction 
of three new vessels. He did not expect to see 
any move toward the demonetization of silver, 
and thought the present bimetallic currency 
would be continued. He had noticed, he said, 
that McGoschen bad recentiy made the state- 
ment in London that the recent fall in prices 
was largely due to the demand for gold all ever 
the worid. Tois was doubtiess the effect of the 
great drift of gold to America. The Senator also 
said that be supposed the Fitz Jonbn Porter case 
couid be resurrected at the coming session. 
Senator Allison is luoking well, and has gained 
some flesh since his return bome from bis duties 
in Washington. 
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THE SOLDIER DEAD, 
COMMEMORATIVE SERVICES AT CENTRAL 

MUSIC-HALL-—ADDRESS BY THE REV. J. 

H. BABROWS. 

The services at the Central Music-Hall last 
evening, in commemoration of the soldier dead, 
was attended by at least 3,500 people, that num- 
ber getting inside, while fully 1,000 were utterly 
unable todoso. The platform was decorated 
with flags, and the parquet was oceupied by the 
Grand Army Posts and the Union Veteran Club. 

The exercises began with a byma, iu which all 
joined. The Rev. J. H. Barrows then read a 
scripture lesson, which was followed by a hymn 
to the memory of President Garfietd, written by 
Prof. Swing. and sung by a chorus of 100, made 
up of the Apollo Club and Tomlius Chorus. 

The Rev. Samuel Francis Smith. of Newton, 
Mass., author of “America,” led in prayer. 
Jobu MeWade sang *“Tenting Touigut.“ and 
then all joined in singing America,“ which 


was followed by Kelier’s memorial hyma, sung 
by the chorus. 

The Key. Dr. Barrows spoke of “The Nation, 
rome the Soidiers Who Saved It,” taking as his 
ext: 

Blessed is the nation whose God is the Lord, and 
the people whom tle das chosen for His owa in- 
heritance.— Psalms, recxriii, 42. 

He said he should utilize the hour in the hope 
of rekindiimg a novier faith in the National life, 
the links of whose indissoluble unity were 
forged in the heat of a thousand battletields. A 
few days bence the patriots’ holy day would be 
celebrated. He greatly valued t martyr- 
svidiers’ day in our Nation's calendar, mingling 
as we might reverentiy believe something of 
the solewaity of Good Friday with something of 
the joy of Easter; a day which spoke of life 
born of death, reealling to a younger eenera- 
tion, growing up in the midst of bustle and 
luxury, those heroic years when treasure and 
biood were vounted little while civilization and 
buman rights were at stake. Decoration-Day 
had le gy the better uses of the Fourth 
of July. It had not been degraded like our 
chief National holiday by bluster and dissipa- 
tion.

respiendeut on the brow of the century,the crown

THE ALDERMANIC BASE-BALL CONTEST A 
MOST DISGRACEFUL DRUNK. 

Michael Gaynor and John Foley, who were 
elected to represent the Niath Ward in theCom- 
mon Council, were yesterday responsibie for one 
of the most disgraceful affairs that the police 
have permitted within the oity limits for a long 
time. A few days ago some ingenious ward 
striker, bent upon securing a flow ef free beer 
for the “gang,” conceived the very brilliant 
idea of having the two Aldermen lead opposing 
teams in a base- ball contést and furnish the 
crowd with plenty to drink and smoke during 
the dispute.

The Committee of Ar- 
rangements early in the week selected the va- 
cant block at the corner of Van Buren street 
and Oakley avenue as the scene of the carousal, 
but residents of the neighborhood, learning of 
the intended * blow-out,” called on the Chief of 
Police, and the gang was ordered to go to some 
more sparsely-inhabited locality. Accordingly 
the block on West Lake street at the corner of 
Kedzie avenue was chosen for the spree, and by 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon about a dozen 
wagoo-loads of the very. toughest ele- 
ment ot the West Side, headed’ by the 
Aldermen and accompanied Dy numerous kegs 
of beer and other beveraes, landed at the 
grounds. The opposing forces were soon put 
upon the diamond, hurriedly formed, and the 
beer-kegs received all the attention that was 
not absolutely required by the game. hetore 
the game was halt over the stock of drinks was 
exhausted, but a saloon hard by did a rushing 
business, for the gang was just getting in 
condiaon for “fun” for which they had 
gathered. The Aldermen and a iew friends bo- 
cupied a position near the diamond, but the 
supporters of the great event did not 
take a hand at the game. By 5 ociock 
the crowd had swelled considerably, and the ex- 
citement over the game, which was rather close, 
was inteuse, and the air was filled with demouiac 
shouts and curses of che half-inebriated throng. 
The hundreds of wowen and children who 
passes the spot on their way to or from Garfieid 

rk were forced to listen to the obsceaity and 
vulgarity that.emanated from wearily every 
throat in the throng from the time the game 
started until the close, which was at the end of 
inning? At that point two 
of the toughest of the 
gang found fault with the Manner in 
which the scorer was keeping tally, and a de- 
cidedly spirited and shockingly nasty dispute 
ensued, which terminated in the kickers leav- 
ing the field and refusing to play louger. Iudi- 
cations were very taverabie for a free tight, but 
the Aidermen succeeded in quelling the trouble. 
The gang paid their reapects and nickeis to the 
Dur near by, and men loading ihe. mseives into 
their wagons returned to twowa, hooting and 
yelling at the top of their voices and running 
their horses as fast as they were abie to go. 
During all of this disgraceful proceeding several 
policemen stood about the crowd, mingling 
among them and getting their share the 
hospitality dispensed, but no effort to Keep the 
mob orderly was made by them. 


SCARED TO DEATH. 


A HYDE PARK MAN, PURSUED BY A PO 
LICEMAN, JUMPS INTO THE LAKE AND 18 
DROWNED—PROBABLY INSANE. 

Otficer Mullen, of the Hyde Park police, re- 
ported a singular occurrence with a supposed 
fatal ending at police headquarters yesterday. 
About 2. o'clook yesterday be arrested a man 
sleeping in a freight-car at Forty-third street. 
He started down the Illinois Central tracks 
escorting his prisoner to the jail at Hyde Park.

Come out of 
that, you fool, we ain't going to 
hurt you. We can’t more tnaan loek you u 
anyway,” said the olficer. The man mutter 
sometbing uuintelligtole in reply. and dived be- 
low the surface again. The officer, Dore, and 
their prisoner all watched the spot intently, but 
not evea a glimpse of the man was again had. 
The night was ciear, and the moon was uousu- 
ally bright, making it almost as ligut as day. and 
the three men are positive that the swimmer did 
not gain the shore. in fast, they were utterly 
unable to account for the mans strange be- 
havior. They say, howeyer, that he undoubt- 
edly was drowned. The man's bat fell olf as he 
dived the Urst time, and was atterward taken 
from the water. It is a large soft-feit bat of 
good quality and rather new. The others state 
that the man, as near as they could judge, was 
well-dressed, and they thing he must nave been 
crazy.

The Cause of the Riots Which Have 


History of the Chicago & Evanston 
Railroad and Its Treatment of 
Property-Owuers. 


A Probability that the Corporation Will Even- 
tually Relieve the Avenue of the 
Obnoxious Track. 


It was not until daylight yesterday morning 
that the excitement over the attempt of the 
property-owners on Southport avenue to tear up 
the railroad tracks laid ia rront of their homes 
subsided, and peace was fuily restored. Ald. 
Eisteld was seen yesteraay in regard to the mat- 
ter, and said he did not think any more riotous 
proceedings would be indulged in if the railroad 
eompany would only show the slightest indica- 
tion to act fairly, but tor the last nine years the 
property-owners bad been treated by the rail- 
road people in such an outrageous manner that 
patience had ceased to be a virtue, and the 
only thing left to the sufferers seemed a resort 
to force. 

A BACKWARD GLANCE. 0 

Ever since the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Rullroad Company, by the purchase of the Cui 
cago & Pacific Railroad Company, had become 
interested in the tracks laid by the Chicago & 
Evanston Railroad Company on Southport ave- 
nue, uegotiations bad been going on for the 
purpose of satisfying the just claims of the 
damaged property-owners. The latter were al- 
most without an exception hard-working labor- 
ing men, who had earned their homesteads, and 
would be willing to treat for fair terme if fair- 
ness valy were shown them. 

The Alderman, who is himself one of the 
property-owvers and residents of Southport ave- 
nue, then gave the roliowing sketch of the history 
of the introductionof the railroad-tracks: The 
Chicago & Evanstun Railroad Company, in ex- 
istence on paper ever since 1861, althougd it has 
never operated any railroad at all, obtained, on 
Aug. 19, 1864. from the Chicago City Council, Uf 
rigntot way for a railroad to commence at the 
intersection of Madison and La Salle streets, on 
the South Side, running north on La Salle street 
to Erie, west on Erie to Roberts, thence north 
to Larrabee, thence northwesterly on Haw- 
thorne avenue to Halsted street, and thence 
north on Halsted to the city limits. This privi- 
lege was granted with the understanding 

the road, inciuding a bridge over 
the river at La Salle street, was to 
be built within two years after the pas- 
sage of the ordinance, the time consumed 
ip tighting injunctions, which might be brought, 
not to be counted. Moreover, the line was to 
be continued to Calvary Cemetery, in the Town 
of Evanston, within the same time, and funeral 
trains were to be run thereon from tne heart of 
the city to Graceland, Rosehill, and Calvary. 


THE FRANCHISE CONFIRMED. 


™=Notwithstanding ov injunction was ever ob- 
Ained ugainst the company it never took the 
first step to build the road f had obtained a 
franchise for, except that it was heard of in 
Soringfield during the session of , 18665 obtaining 
a coutirmation ot its franchise by the Legisia- 
ture in the ninety-nine years’ raiiroad act. 

Nothing further was heard of this corporation 
for seven years. Then, in 1872, it protested 
against the grant of a right of way to the Cai- 
cago & Pucifie Railroad Company on Haw- 
thorne avenue, and succeeded in getting at- 
tached tothe ordinance granting the Chicago & 
Pacitic Railroad Company tojlay tracks ou Haw- 
thorne avenue a section which gave the Chicago 
& Evanston Railroad Company the privilege 
to use the tracks on Hawthorue aveuue 
and to construct tracks connecting with them 
on Jones Avenue, from Hawthorne avenue to 
Southport avenue, and on Southport gvenue 
north to the city limits. This grant was condi- 
tioned, however, upon the completion of the 
tracks within two years from the passage of the 
ordinance, June 12, 1872, and upon the payment 
of damages to ail property-owners within the 
game time. The ordinance provided also for 
the paving of eight feet of the roadway used. if 
a single track was laid, and of sixteen feet if a 
doubie track was laid. 


MASTERLY INACTIVITY. 


The corporation maintained its inactivity and 
did no road-building until the first Tuesday in 
June, 1874, a few days before the expiration of 
the time granted for building the road, when 
they isvaded Southport aveuue at daybreak and 
laid down a track. The laborers doing this 
work were protected by the police force of the 
city, and laid tne track in such a manner as to 
make the street absolutely impassabie. 

One of the property-boiders applied the 
next day for au injuacdon and obtained it, but 
the corporation represeuted to the court that 
the track was already iaid, whereupon 
the injunction was. so moditied 
it permitted the tracks to remain provided they 
were fixed in proper order. They were left un- 
fixed, however, the final decisiofi on tue ap- 
plication for an injunction was delayed, and the 
street remained ia its impassabie condition year 
alter year. 

THE ORDINANCE REPEALED. 

In 1876 the Council took pity on the vroperty- 
owners and repeaied tne ordinauce on the rec- 
ommendation ot the Committee on Streets and 
Alleya Nortu Division, which described the 
bistory of the Chicago & Evanston Railroad 
Company as one of fraud and rapine from its 
conception down to the present time.’ The 
Council also ordered the removal of the tracks 
in Southport avenue within twenty days. 

The execution of the latter order was pre- 
vented, howeves by an injunction against the 
City of Chicago, granted by Judge Drummond 
on the petidon of an alleged stockbolder of the 
corporation residing in Missouri. This injunc- 
tion has beenin force ever since. and may be 
the cause that the new municipal code contains 
the ordinauce of June 12, 1872, granting the 
Chicago & Evauston Railroad Company the 
right of way in Southport avenue, but bot the 
repealing ordinance passed Dec. 27, 1876. 

Matters remaine d in statu quo until last fall, 
when the Chicago & Evanston Railroad Compa- 
ny began to show signs of a new life and actual- 
ly began to acquire rigut of way in Lake View 
and Evanston. The control of the corporation 

assed into the same hands which control the 

hicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad Compa- 
ny, and the latter corporation seems determined 
to make the most of the franchises obtained in 
past years by the Chicago & Evanston Rallroad 


Company. 


THE NEW MANAGEMENT, 

During the last eight months the new manage- 
ment hus put the street in a somewhat decent 
condition. but it has refused thus far to come 
to terms with the property-owners, who, it will 
be remembered. have become so exasperated 
that they have repeatedly attempted to forcibly 
remove the objectionable tracks. A quo-war- 


‘raoto proceeding against the Chicago & Evans 


ton and the Chicugo, Milwaukee & 8. Paul Rail- 
road Companies is now pending in the Criminal 
Court. Ald, Eisteld has been conducting the 
negotiations witn the railroad company fora 
considerabie time. He has not thus far ob- 
tained mucf’satisfaction; on the contrary, he is 
becoming tired of the continual contradic tions 
and evasions of responsibility. 


OTHER STREETS. 


It seems now the railroad company 
has an eye on the entire property for 
two blocks coast of Southport avenue. 
Its right of way in Lake View runs immediately 
north of Fullerton avenue, in a northeasterly 
direction, to the continuation of Herndou atree 
two blocks east of thport avenue. Its roa 
makes, therefore, a | curve by using South- 
port avenue between Hawthorne avenue and 
the city limits. It is now pro to move the 
line from Southport avenue té the east of the 
alley running north between Wurd and Hern- 
don streets, the railroud company to buy up all 
the property on the west side of Herndon street 
from Hawthorne avenue to the city limits, 108 
lots in all, of which only nine areimproved. The 
lots are 120 feet deep, and the road would use 
thirty feet for its right of way, which would, 
after the building of the road, leave lots 
of ninety feet depth between the -railroad 
track and Herndon street, while the rear end of

Sr. Paut. Mion., May 27.—[Speciai.]—The 
Officers of the Manitoba Road expressed some 
surprise yesterday at the quotations of the 
road's stuck in the New York market.

FINANCIAL, 


The local money market was moderate 
ive Saturday. A good demand for loans — 
ported, an increase being noted in the applica- 
tions from Board of Trade people, who find they 
dan carry property to advantage.

Rochester & Pittsburg advanced yesterday on 
the statement that the road had absorbed lines 
that increases its mileage to 800 miles. 

It is reported that the Pacific Mail annual re- 
port will show ö per cent net earnings,and the 
funds will either be used to pay off the $1,000,000 
bonded debt to the Panama Company or to make 
a cash dividend. if the debt is paid the com- 
pany will be in fine shape, It is said, to pay divi- 
dends.

The Managers of the Central and Southern 
Pacific Roads are thinkm of making a new 
lease giving the former a certain amount of the 
net profits of the latter, the profits above that 
sum going to the Southern company. 

Tne Kansas & Texas Company propose to call 
in the income bonds, substituting therefor the 5 
per cent bonds soon to be issued. 

It is thought that Gould wants to get control 
of the Danville & Nashville to link with his 
Southwestern system. 

One of Vanderbilt's brokers says he does not 
believe Mr. Vanderbilt bas sold his New York 
Central and Lake Shore. He sensibly remarks 
that if Mr. V. could not afford to hold securities 
of his own roads, which he is very familiar with, 
and controls, it is safe to conclude he would not 
care ta hold stocks in strange corporations. If 
Vanderbilt were a man of ordinary means it 
would de safe tosay that he could inveat his 
mouey in other securities without difficulty, but 
he is supposed tobe worth over 
increase on which may be estimated at $10, 000.000 
ayear. It he has gone into other roads and raili- 
road building, these investments probably 
represent nothing more than the increase in bis 
wealth. Vanderbilt could buiid a structure 
like the Brooklyn bride every two years and 
then have more income than he could spend. 
The broker feels certain the millionaire still 
holds large blocks of stock of New York Central 
and the other roads in which he has so long been 
interested, simply because it is impossible to see 
how he could do better with his money.
